A GENERAL WAR. 


Apprehension Growing Out of ‘the 
Situation in Nicaragua.. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) 
SAN JUAN DEL SUR (Nicaragua,) 
March 28.—It is expected that the peace 
commission, composed of Dr. Prudencio 
Alfaro, Vice-President of Salvador; 
Gen. Comans of Salvador and Senor 
Ramirez, Minister of Foreign Affairs 
of Nicaragua, will reach Leon tonight, 
but in the opinion of well-informed 
people at Rivas the conditions of Pres-. 
ident Zelaya will not turn out to be ac- 
ceptable to the Leonists. | 
Officers who have arrived here from 
the seat of war say that with the ex- 
ception of Matagalpa, practically noth- 
ing has been gained so far by either 
party. The government is said to be 
very short of ammunition, and for this 
reason is unable to take the aggressive 
action in the manner desired, and is 
really only trying to hold the positions 
occupied, and thus gain time until sup- 
plies of ‘ammunition, which are on the 
way to Nicaragua, arrive in this coun- 


try. 

This, Combined with the distrust felt 
at the genuineness of the assistance of 
the Conservatives, makes the position 
of Zalaya’s government very critical, 
and fears are entertained that in case 
of the failure of the peace negotiations 
Guatemala will render armed assist- 
ance to the Leonists, in which case'a 
general Central American war is re- 
garded as inevitable. The chief points 
of the terms offered to the rebels by 
President Zalaya are the absolute sur- 
render of all their arms, the payment 
of all the war expenses and the sur- 
render for trial by court-martial of 
their military chiefs,

THAT CORPSE MYSTERY. 


THE BODY WAS ONCE THAT OF A 
SEATTLE MAN. 


Evidence Produced that ’’He’? Was 
_ Oliver Pike—Suspicion Awakened 
at Salt Lake—Money on Deposit 

in a Bank—Mlle. Rolandi. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


CHICAGO, March 28.—The mystery 
of the body found in the box by Carl 
Haas and Philip Griess, at Austin, 
Thursday afternoon, yet remains un- 
solved. Three cases of men who have 
disappeared in the West have been 
reported to the authorities, but there 
seems to be no way of determining the 
identity of the body. The cases are: 
Oliver Pike, disappeared at Seattle, 
Wash., three years ago; an Englishman 
employed on a ranch near Salt Lake 
three years ago, and* Joanes Prosper 
Chaezal, disappeared at Sait Lake three 
years ago. 

It seems unlikely, the police say, that 
the body at the morgue is that of 
Cheazal. The Frenchman is described 
as being 5 feet 11 inches in height, 
while the body is only 5 feet 6 inches. 
The teeth of the Frenchman were filled 
with a composition of steel, while the 
teeth of the cadaver are sound and 
without fillings. | | 

If the friends of either the unknown 
Englishman, or Oliver Pike, succeed in 
identifying the body at the morgue by 
&@ scrap of hair, a set of teeth, and a 
truss; they will accomplish wonders. 
For these are the only things they have 
to go by, the rest of the body being 
past identification.

THE DEAD MAN’S ANTECEDENTS. 

CHICAGO, March 28.—Harry Devere 
and Bas Mariel, who last night. noti- 
fied the police that they thought the 
body in the trunk which. was received 
here from Salt Lake was that of Joanes 
Prosper Cheazal, told Lieut. Smith that 


Cheazal was a native of Lyons, France. 


His parents were very. wealthy. 

In Salt. Lake he lived in style with 
Mile. Rolandi, and the two were very 
happy and contented. Cheazal had be- 
tween $2000 and $3000 in the Deseret Na- 
tional Bank in Salt Lake. Mlle. Ro- 
landi, Devere says, spent months, with 
the assistance of Cheazal’s family, the 
Salt. Lake and Paris police, in trying 
to trace the missing man. As she knew 
of no reason for his leaving her volun- 


*tarily, she was convinced that he had 


been murdered, especially as a number 
of Frenchmen, friends of Cheazal, dis- 
appeared about the same time. All her 
efforts were in vain. She could find no 
clew to his whereabouts, but she and 
the man’s parents have continued to 
hope that the mystery would be solved. 
The money Cheazal left in the bank at 
Salt Lake remains in the vaults of that 
institytion, as the officers refused to 
turn it ovér to any person but the orig- 
inal depositor until there was 
-proof of the latter’s 

Devere and Mariel were old friends 
of the missing man, and up to the time 
of his disappearance frequently cor- 
responded with him. In a safety-de- 
posit box owned by Cheazal, Mariel 
says there was found, among other 
things, a necktie pin which he himself 
a short time before, presented to him. 
On the day of his disappearance, Ma- 
riel, then in Paris, received a letter 
from Cheazal, containing compliments 
and stating that he would soon start 
for Paris. Only a few hours later the 
letter was followed by a telegram no- 
tifying him of the disappearance, and 
asking that the aid of the Paris police 
be invoked. The French authorities 
took the matter up, but as the body of 
the man was never found, the ground 
for arresting suspects remained insuf- 
ficient. Cheazal was about thirty-six 
years of age at the time of. his disap- 
pearance. The two men will visit the 
morgue again today to try to identify 
the remains. Dispatches received early 
this morning from Salt Lake say the 
body may be that of Cheazal. 

As soon as the evidence given by De-

vere and Mariel. took on such an im-- 


portant aspect, Lieut. Smith notified 
the authorities at the Central Police 
Station, and telegrams at once began 
to fly back and forth between Chicago 
and European and Utah cities. Devere 
and Mariel also sent a cablegram to 
Mile. Rolandi, apprising her of the dis- 


covery. 

Mariel is visiting here. Regarding the 
new phase of the case, he has this to 
say: “I feel convinced that we have 
virtually unraveled the mystery. The 
general facts which, as yet are all we 
possess, are such as to lead me to have 
no doubts about the identity of the 
body. If it turns»out to be true, it will 
certainly cause no little thanksgiving 
on the part of the family and friends, 
as the matter remained in suspense 
ever since the disappearance of Chea- 
zal, in Salt Lake, three years ago. None 
of his best friends ever thought his 
disappearance was voluntary, and Mlle. 
felt convinced that she would 
some day get to the bottom of the 
erime in connection with her husband's 
departure. Today, I think, will bring us 
very near to the consummation of her 
hope.”

@Y TELEGRAPH TO THE TOMES.) 

WASHINGTON (D.C.,) March 28.— 
(Special Dispatch.) Speaker Reed will 
aid the Pacific Railroads Committee 
of the House in securing prompt con- 
sideration of the funding bill, which, it 
is expected, will be reported during the 
coming week. This means that con- 
siderable influence will be thrown by 
Reed toward the passage of the bill, as, 
were he opposed to it, he could effect- 
ively squash it by refusing to recognize 
any one who should wish to bring the 
bill up for discussion. It has been con- 
sidered that Reed was probably favor- 
able to Huntington’s plan of funding 
the railroad debt. This was because } 
the Pacific Railroads ‘Committee named 
by him had appeared to be practically 
unanimous in desiring to extend the 
time for the payment of the govern- 
ment debt on terms not unfavorable to 
the railroad. Nevertheless it has been 
frequently stated that when the time 
came, Mr. Reed would simply cause 
the bill to die a natural death. . 

Mr. Reed’s position was well defined 
today by what occurred at a meeting 
of the joint sub-committee of the Pa- 
cific Railroad committees of the House 
and Senate. This sub-committee had 
its formal meeting today, and, although 
rumors are flying round that something 
definite was decided upon, it is certain 
that such was not the case. There was 
a good deal of discussion as to the de- 
tails of the Frye bill which, there is a 
general understanding in the sub-com- 
mittee, will form the basis for the bill 
to be reported. But how these details 
will be settled was not determined upon 

Senator Wolcott inquired of Chairman 
Powers of the House sub-committee 
whether it was certain that Speaker 
Reed would allow the bill to come to 
eonsideration in the House when the 
latter was cognizant of its general na- 
ture.

THE EL MONTE SUICIDE. 
Suspected that He Killed Himself to 


Avoid Arrest. , 


Coroner Campbell returned yesterday 
from El Monte, to which place he had 
gone the evening beforé to hold an in- 


quest-ove? the body of Ed: Booth who: 


had killed himself by a 
through his head. 

Booth was a man of 55, ; native at 
New York. A year ago last September 
he came to Bl Monte and obtained work 
from the father of the Cummings boys, 
the two men who are under sentence of 
death for killing T. C. Naramore. 
Cummings has two ranches near El 
Monte. Booth took. possession of a 
cabin on the one of them on’ which 
Cummings, Sr., does not live, three 
miles from El Monte. There Booth 
lived in the utmost retirement, speak- 
ing to few people, with never a word as 
to his past life. 

Last Saturday-Booth was staying at 
the Cummings home ranch. On that 
day some one broke into his little cabin 
on the other farm and stole his bed- 
clothes, some books and other posses- 
sions. Booth did not discover the loss 
till Wednesday. At once he. returned 
to the Cummings home place and got 
more bedclothes and a supply of. pro- 
visions. He contrived to secure a re- 
volver, saying he needed it to protect 
his cabin in future. 

Friday morning he was found dead, 
with:a bullet wound in his head, and 
beside his body a leaf torn from a 
memorandum book in which he said 
that he had killed himself and that 
since the pistol was Noah Cummings’s 
he would like it returned. to him. 

In. the room was the notebook from 
which the leaf had been torn. The 
writing was evidently that of a man 
of education, of one accustomed to she 
use of the pen. There were 
accounts in the hook. But there w 
one thing which arouses suspicion that 
Booth was a counterfeiter. On certain 
pages of the book were chemical form- 
ulas for acids used in dissoluting metals 
and a list of the metals used by coun- 
terfeiters. Cummings had stated to 
three different individuals that should 
the. books and papers stolen from his 
cabin get.into the hands of the officers 
it might cause him trouble. This lends 
color to a suspicion that Booth was in 
reality a counterfeiter, and that fearing 


detection he put an end to his anxiety | 


and his life.

Governmen nment Expenditures Will 
Approximate $1,000,000,000. 


Probability ‘that the Nicaragaan 
Canal Bill Will Pass Late in the

| As I wrote in a previous letter, the 


San Pedro harbor project will obtain 
an appropriation, and today I. learned 
that if the bill wats reported now, the 
full amount of $392,000 would be al- 
lowed. The members of the Rivers 
and Harbors Committee are on a jun- 
keting tour and will not return for sev- 
eral days. There is of course some dan- 
ger that the advocates of other places 
may succeed in inducing appropriations 
not yet provided for, in which case, 
some of the appropriations néw agreed 
upon may suffer, as there is a desire 
not to exceed the amount now pro- 
vided, There is, however, little or no 
danger that San Pedro will be left 
out, while there is good reason for be- 
lieving that the. entire amount asked 
for will be given. No opposition has 
been manifsted, and the work in its 
favor has: been very judiciously done, 
no enmities or jealousies being created. 
There ik no apparent reason for fear- 
ing that the cause will suffer by any 
adverse action after the committee re- 
ports their bill. Al it is in as 


favorable a shape as its friends cculd 
poasibly hope for. ee 


trict of Columbia, organized for the 
purpose of preserving the most note- 
worthy houses in Washington that have 
been made historic by the residence of 
the nation’s greatest men, have ap- 
peared before the Appropriations Com- 
mittee to obtain a bill authorizing the 
purchase of the house in which Presi- 
dent Lincoln died. If the law passes, 
the house will be. open to visitors free 
of charge. There is already a Lincoln 
Museum there with about three thou- 
sand relics of various kinds brought 
from his old home in Springfield, IN., 
and also from his boyhood home in 
La Rue county, Kentucky. It ts the 
desire of the association to restore the 
old building just as it was when the 
President died there, and do away with 
the present admission fee. When this 
is done, other houses will be purchased 
and the old historic places preserved 
as far as possible. Many of those of 
which visitors inquire are already de- 
stroyed and new ones erected in their 
places and unless those that still re- 
main are cared for soon, they also will 
disappear. The tion comprises

There is no question that 
Speaker Reed and his friends are 
greatly chagrined, but it is doubtful 
whether the people would not rather 
have necessary improvements made 
and enough revenue to do it with than 
to have the improvements stopped and 
the revenue so reduced that the govern- 
ment has to horrow money, as has 
been the case under the present ad- 
ministration. The system of national 
taxation is such, that the revenues are 
secured without the people feeling the 
tax,. while they can all realize and ap- 
preciate the direct benefits drived from 
work on public improvements.

They attack rhin- 
oceroses and elephants on horseback, 
and among the game which they en- 
deavor to kill is the Abyssinian: lion, 
which is found in many parts of their 
country. 
ABYSSINIAN CRUELTY. 

A great deal of stuff has been pub- 
lished during the past few weeks about 
Abyssinian civilization. The truth is 
that the'Abyssinians are almost as bar- 
barous and fully as brutal as any peo- 
ple of Africa. They are more intelli-, 


cruelty and brutality. The first great 
fight which the Egyptians had with 
the Abyssinians was with an army un- 
der Col. Arendrup. 
Danish lieutenant. He had come to 
Egypt and had been given charge of 
the army at Massowah, on the Red Sea. 


against the Abyssinian capital. His 
men were armed with Remington rifles. 
They had two six-gun batteries. After 
@ few days’ march from the sea they 
came to the mountains, and they got 
within ten hours’ march of the King’s 


‘capital before they saw anything of 


their foes. At- thig point, however, 
tens of thousands of Abyssinians 
sprang out of the hills. They rode 
their horses right up to the cannon and 
cut the Egyptians down almost to a 
man. Of the 2500 men 1800' were mas- 
sacred. Those who were wounded were 
brutally mutilated. Their bodies were 
not buried, and a French Consul who 
visited the battlefield a few days after- 
ward tells how he saw the bones of 
1000 men piled up together in one place 
and in another jackals, wolves and 
hynenas eating at the corpses. ane 


drup was killed. 


THEY MUTILATE THE DEAD. 

- The horrors of an Abyssinian battle- 
field cannot be described. They muti- 
late the dead as well as the living, and 
their fighting is accompanied by all 
kinds of unnecessary cruelty. The 
scalping done by the Indians is a re- 
fined and. gentle custom in comparison 
with that of the Abyssinians in their 
wars. They cut up different parts of 
the body and carry away pieces as 
trophies. Gen. Dye says that in going 
through the battlefield he saw one 
mass of mangled human remains. The 
bodies looked as though they had been 
There were 
hundreds of heads, which had been cut 
off, and hundreds of naked and bleed- 
ing bodies, the faces of which were 
distorted with pain and fear, and tie 
eyes of which were protruding and 


burned. Some been clubbed and 
hacked with swords, and all were -muti- 
‘jated in:such a way as cannot here be’ 
described. 

-In the battle above referred to the 
Egyptians lost between five and six 


-}thousand men, all of whom, were well 


armed, and who had cannons to assist 
them in their fighting. At the signal 
for the charge the Abyssinians came 
right up-to the batteries. They were 
armed with swords, pistols, guns and 
shields. They jumped behind the rocks 
at the time of firing, and though an 
incessant fire of rocket, shell and shot 
was thrown at them, they came to the 
very jaws of the batteries, and finally 
took them. 

HOW THE ABYSSINIANS TREAT 

THEIR PRISONERS. 

In this battle they killed 1000 men, 
wounded 1600 and captured as prisoners 
2186. Of the two thousand prisoners, 
1000 were massacred in cold blood the 
next day.

Dye, who is now the chief mili- 
tary adviser of the King of Korea. He 
was one of the officers in command of 
the army of the Khedive Ismail Pasha 
under Gen. C. P. Stone. He took part 
in the Abyssinian war and was 
wounded during one of the fights, In 
the retreat one of Dye’s subardinate 
‘officers mutinied. Gen. Dye could not | 
walk on account of his wounds, but he 
snatched. his revolver and ran on 
knees eight or ten yards into the midst 


| of his troops and threatened to -shoot 


a few days bring 20,000 cavalry and 
from 50,000 to 100,000 good infantry 
into battle. He had an army of 100,000 
men in one of the battles in which he 
fought the Egyptians, and a large num- 
ber of these were cavalry.

The Abyssinians rode on 
horseback, but Maj. Johnson was 
dragged along on foot. When he fell 
behind they jabbed their spears into 
him to make him keep up. He did the 
best he could, for in all directions he 
saw his friends forced by spears to 
flee for their lives and then shot down 
as they ran. At night he had to sleep 
among the mountains with no covering, 
and he almost perished from the cold. 
At one time he was seized by three 
bloodthirsty Abyssinians and taken off 
into the mountains. His guards sharp- 
ened their swords at every: large rock 
by which they passed, and gave him 
to understand that they intended to 
kill him. They had made all prepara- 
tions for his murder when a horseman 
was seen coming afar off. It was a 
courier from the King, who ordered 
the men to bring back the captive. 
Maj. Johnson was then kept in the 
camp and watched over by Abyssinian 
boys, who threatened him with knives 
and tortured him in other’ways. The}

Gen. Kirkham said that 
the Abyssinians were great gluttons,

Kirkham said 
that after a feast the Abyssinians often 
throw themselves on their backs and 
permit their fellows to walk up and 
down on their abdomens. They are 
very fond of raw meat, and they like 
it when warm from the animal. The

The Abyssinian women are said to 
be very beautiful.

They use mutton fat in 
the dressing of their hair, and sleep 
upon pillows, upon which they rest 
only the neck, much like the Japanese, 
The women do all the work connected 
with the household and the men scorm 
to do anything of a domestic nature.

ABYSSEINIAN CHRISTIANS. 

The most of the Abyssinians are 
Christians. They believe in the Bible, 
though not just as we do. I saw a num- 
ber, of them during my stay in Egypt, 
and I met quite a crowd of Abyssinian 
Christians at Jerusalem during an 


Easter week several years ago. These 


Abyssinians bad come to Jerusalem on 
a pilgrimage. They wanted to worship 
in the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, 
They were tall, fine-looking men with 
regular features and with faces of @ 


dead black. Their complexion was not * 
‘oily like that of a negro, but it was of 
a rich dull black. There are a laresé 


number of priests in Abyssinia. There . 
are said to be at least twelve thousand 


monks in the country. These mem 
have a great deal to do with the gov-. 


ernment. The Abyssinians have no 
literature worth mentioning. They 
have neither painting, sculpture nor 
architecture.

HOw THE ABYSSINIANS DRESS. 

The Abyssinians are very fine-look- 
ing people. They are a mixed race, 
and have, it is said, considerable Cau- 
casian blood. Some of them are as 
black as the blackest megro. Others 
are as bronzed as an American Indian. 
Their noses are straight, rather than 
thick. They have fine eyes and a 
proud, erect carriage. They are very 
hospitable, but. they live very simply. 
They have practically no stores, and 
the business is chiefly done in the mar- 
kets at the fairs, which are held from 
time to time in different parts of the 
country. There is very little farming. 
The women and children work the 
fields and tend to the herds and flocks. 
Every man has the right to as much 
land as’ he can pay taxes upon, but 
one-fifth of all he raises goes to the 
King and one-tenth to the Governor. 
In some parts of Abyssinia salt is used 
Pas money, and salt and cotton are the 
chief commodities. ‘The people dress, 
to a large extent, in cotton. They wear 
a sort of toga about nine feet long and 
six feet wide, which they wrap about 
their bodies. These togas are homhe- 
made. In addition to them, the soldiers |

THE RAINY SEASON COMING ON, 

The rainy season will soon be on in 
Abyssinia. The country is, you know, 
very high. It may be called the Swit- 
zerland of Africa. It is made of broken 
plateaus, great ravines and narrow 
passes. It is generally healthy, but it 
lies so near the equator that it is very 
hot in the summer, and the lowlands 
of the country are full of miasma and 
fevers during the wet season. This 
season begins about the middle of 
June, and if the Italians should make 
war they will have to fight the climate 
as well as the people. At this time 
the winds -from the Red Sea bring 
heavy rains. The days are hot and the 
nights are cold. They will have to pags 
over the lowlands near’ the Red Sea 
before they get to the mountains, and 
the broken nature of the country is 
such that it is doubtful whether the 
Abyssinians’-cah ever be conquered,

Every morning in the year on secu- 
Jar days, and sometimes, in perioas of 
special activity, on Sun s and holi- 
days also, five sacks of yellow wheat, 
with say an eighth of a bushel in each, 
are delivered to a keen-eyed man in a 
great office buildingin Minneapolis. Each 
sack is from a great flour mill, where, 
during the twenty-four hours, over 
two thousands of bushels of wheat will 
be ground into nine thousand barrels 
of flour. Owned by the same company 
are five of these mills with a total out- 
put of 18,000 barrels. 

Not an ounce of this flour may be 
made save by the direction of this 
keen-eyed man who, day by day, the 
year through, tests these sacks of 
wheat. It is his province to order any 


» one of the mills to change its product 


at any moment. He is not a proprie- 


a tor—he is merely an émployé, but his 
wal is law at the mills. If any mill is

But not only must the inspector know 
by color, weight and consistency, as to 
the quality of the gluten—he must bake 
it as well, Bake gluten? Yes, indeed, 


and could invalids be fed on this baked. 


gluten, given them in such dilution as 
they could stand, it would be of great 
aid to them. But it would be too expen- 
sive to come into general use. The in- 
spector has a queer way of baking the 
gluten. He takes a single soft patty and 
puts it in the bottom of a brass tube 
eight inches long and three-fourths of 
an inch in diameter. The tube is sub- 
jected to great heat, a little water sup- 
ply at the bottom keeping the gluten 
from burning. A sliding brass weight 
of eleven and a half ounces is let down 
in the tube upon the gluten. Slowly 
the mass expands’and rises, and the 
heavy ‘weight is forced steadily up the 
tube. The gluten tests itself, so to 
speak. It must bake itself up to @ cer- 
tain mark on the tube in a yellowish, 

flaky cylinder or it is not up to standard, 

Sometimes the patties are baked in bis- 
cuit form, coming out a delicate, po- 
rous, brownish mass, perhaps an ‘inch 
and a half in diameter. 

Interesting as this part of the testifig 
is to one when watching the work of 
the inspector, it is less so than the 
baking test. No matter how important 
or: how scientific other tests may be, 
this is the one in whieh the consumer is 
most interested. If the flour which 
comes from the mills be poor it will

The inspector carefully weighs out six- 
teen ounces of flour. It must be exact 
to the fraction of a gramme. He mixes 
this with water in a white earthen bowl, 
ten ounces of water to the sixteen. of 
flour. He is planning for a pound loaf, 
‘atid when he turns it out of the tin fully 
Bakéd, it will be such a one—if the flour 
is what it should be. He does not 


knead the flour at all—singular state- 
‘ment to a housewife—he pulls it, as 
candy is pulled. When he has mixed 


it to the proper consistency, he takes 
the batch of dough in h $ hands and 
pulls it forth and back just fifty 
times, no more, no less. He knows that 
fifty pulls will give it just the requisite 
amount of mixing. He has mixed up 
a little additonal dough, meanwhile, 
and on a marble slab he tests its color. 
Then, rolling it out thin and placing 
it on a piece of plate glass, he looks 
at it from the under side to test ‘the 
color from that point of view, as well 
as from the top.

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BIRTHRIGHT OF FAME 


The Remarkable Success Attained 
by Richard Harding Davis. 


Started as a Reporter at Seven 
Dollars a Week. 


Early Career as a Journalist—In- 
fluence on His Style—Two Weeks 
as a Tough—Sketch of 

His Work. ; 


(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 

It is not often, even in these days of 
quick publicity, that a man wakes of a 
morning and finds himself famous. On 
the contrary, success in literature, in 
nearly every instance, is still, as it al- 
ways has been, bought at a “dear ex- 
pense,” after years of patient toil. 

Now and then, however, a writer ap- 
pears who leaps into popularity at the 
very outset of his career. At the pres- 
ent time in America there is not a more 
notable instance of this kind of success 
than Richard Harding Davis. 

If he heard himself cited in this way, 
Mr. Davis would probably say that he 
was not a fair example; that he, too, 
had had his period of storm and stress, 
of struggle and discouragement. But 
when this period lasts only three or four 
years, and ends when the toiler is little 
more than 25, it can hardly be taken 
seriously. 

It was in the summer of ’90 that the 
short story, ‘“‘Gallegher,” appeared in 
Scribner’s Magazine. Its unconvention- 
ality, its freshness and its delightful 
humor at once attracted attention. 
People began to ask, “Who is this 


but tn New York there was even more 
to be. seen. 

I asked Mr. Davis, by the way, if it 
were really true that he had once lived 
among burglars“in Philadelphia for the 
purpose of bringing them to justice. 

“Yes,” he replied, with a smile, “‘it is 
true. It happened in this way: A sa- 
loon-keeper in Philadelphia had been 
put into prison and while he was there, 
some of his friends, who were crooked, 
ran the place for him. So when he 
got out they had possession of the place 
and wouldn’t give it,up. He came to 
me and told me about it, and I made 
up my mind that the case was worth 
working up. I disguised myself as a 
‘tough,’ got acquainted with the men, 
and for two weeks lived among them, 
I used to be with them all day, and 
until 2 o’clock in the morning. At first 
they were a little suspicious of me; 
but they got over that, and. decided 
that I was ‘straight,’ or ‘dead-straight,’ 
as they used to say. Incidentally, you 
see, I managed to pick up a good deal 
of their slang. I explained my ignor- 
ance of their tricks by telling them that 
I only went for big game—big robber- 
ies, you know; so they taught me a lot 
of their little tricks, and in some of 
these I’m pretty expert now.” 

When Mr. Davis went to New York 
he determined, if possible, to secure a 
berth on the Sun. He brought with 
him a letter to the editors, and while 
waiting in City Hall Park until it 
should be time for the magnate to ap- 


.pear in his office, he happened to meet 


Arthur Brisbane, managing editor of 
the Evening Sun, whom he had known 
while with the cricket team in Lon- 
don, where Mr. Brisbane. was. then 
acting as correspondent.

They 
learned, too, that his father was none 
other than Clarke Davis, long known 
as one of the foremost American edi- 
tors, as a writer fof many of the period- 
icals, and as an authority on the 
drama.: 

Mr. Davis was born, in 1864, into an

‘The first mcney 
that I ever made by writing,’ I once 
heard him say, “was about $3 that I got 
from the New York Evening Post for a 
little article describing a cane rush at 
Lehigh.’”’ 


After leaving Lehigh, where he had 
distinguished himself in athletics as 
well as by writing, Mr. Davis stvdied 
for a year at Johns Hopkins University, 
and then began his career as a news- 
paper man. He secured a position as 
reporter on the Philadelphia Record, 
and remained there for three of the

The goal of the present-day writer 
is the magazine; so, though Mr. Davis 
enjoyed his journalistic work, the mag- 
azine was his seal.

When, for example, Mr. Davis says, in 
“Our English Cousins,” that in Amer- 
ica we consider it part of the education 
of a gentleman to know how to mount 
a lady on horseback, those of us who 
do not know how to mount a lady on 
horseback are apt to wonder where he 
got that particular bit of information, 
and, unless we have a saving sense of 
humor, to be a little severe upon him 
for assuming so lightly the pose of a 
young Chesterfield. 

Mr. Davis’s work has been described 
as “journalistic,” and this adjective, it 
seems to me, describes it perfectly. In- 
deed, he himself rejoices in it, for Mr. 
Davis loves journalism as I have never 
known another writer to love it; more- 
over, he believes in it, and he attrib- 
utes his success in story-telling largely 
to the training he received on news- 
papers. “It gives a man quickness, re- 
source, facility and patience,” he said, 
as we discussed the relation of journal- 
ism to jJiterature, ‘and these qualities 
are all valuable in literary work. Of 
course it has its dangers, and a man 
ought not to stay in it too long; two 
years are quite enough, it seems to me. 
I once got a letter from Robert Louis 
Stevenson, warning me to beware of 
the brilliantly-clever work of the news- 


| papers. That was when I was on the 


Press, and the other reporters and my- 
self made an idol of Stevenson, and 
used to imitate him. One of our favor- 
ite tricks was to put passages from 
‘Markheim,’ Stevenson’s great short 
story, you know, into the mauth of a 
suicide. We never were caught in this 
little game, as our editor never used to 
read Stevenson. I wrote to tell Steven- 
son about this, and that is how I hap- 
pened to get a letter from him, and I’ve 
never forgotten the good advice it con-

A Young Man. . 

M. Jules Lemaitre was elected to the 
Academy last June. «He took his seat 
among the immortals a few days ago 
pronouncing an “eloge’’ upon his pred- 
ecessor, the historian, Duruy, which ap- 
pears to have struck the Parisians as 
one of the happiest productions of the 
new academician. The occasion is of 
practical significance to English . and 
American readers. Lemaitre happens 
in some curious way to have pleased 
the younger writers of the day every- 
where. He has little patience with, 
their vagaries and fads, his interest in 
Ibsen has never made him a victim. 
of the decadent craze which has owed 
so much of its development to the Nor- 
wegian dramatist, and yet his influence. 
is steadily increasing. Possibly, it is 
because he is the antithesis to Fran- 
cisque Sarcey, the oracle of the bour- 
geois. Lemaitre will make no sacrifices 
to the crowd which has hung upon the 
words of M. Sarcey for so many years. 
He writes for the people who are fas- 
tidious without being trivial. His theat- 
rical caw in the Journal des De- 
bates have-earned him the laurels of 
a man of letters, as well as those of 
an alert journalist. His recognition by 
the Academy, like the recent recogni- 
tion of M. Anatole France by the same 
tribunal, is the official ratification of 


a style which has long been the admira- 


tion of cultured Paris for its flexibility 
and charm, for its delicate presenta- 
tion of a wholesome and vrogressive 
line of thought. 

Lemaitre is a-young man, being not 
much above forty. He has been a pro- 
fessor, a. poet, a playwright and a 
critic. It is in the last character that 
he seems likely to do his best work, 
though. his dramas have been fairly 
successful. As dramatist and critic 
he is opposed to the downward move- 
ment OF contemporary writers, espe- 
cially those of the professed ‘“‘realistic”’ 
schools. He believes that the latter 
have gone too far in their search for 
“truth.” Hé -asse that “it is quite 


possible to express everything needful 


without undue effort, and those who 
attempt to reconstitute a stable by fill- 
ing the stage with straw fail in their 
object.”” These are golden words, and 
it is stimulating to know that the au- 
thor of them is counting among his 
followers many of the younger writers 
of his time. * 
Robert Barr. 
(Book Buyer for February:) Rud- 
yard Kipling has pronounced Robert 
Barr’s story, ‘In the Midst of Alarms,” 
“one of the most American books I 
have ever read.” Its sales have been 
large in England and her colonies, as 
well as in America, showing that the 
book has a certain humorous charm 
that appeals to a wide constituency, a 
cosmopolitan point of view and spirit of 
treatment that interests all sorts and 
conditions of men, despite the strong 
local color in environment and type, 
which Kipling calls its Americanism. 
In this cosmopolitan flavor the book 
is representative of Mr. Barr himself. 
He is first and foremost a cosmoplite. 
A Scotchman by birth, a-Canadian by 
early associations, an American by.im- 
migration, an Englishman by long resi- 
dence, and a man of the world by 
travel, Mr. Barr has seen more kinds of 
life than often fall to the lat of a 
man still on the right side of fifty. -. 
People ask whether special training is 
necessary for success in journalism, 
and whether journalism leads to litera- 
ture, or is rather a hindrance toit. Mr. 
Barr’s career is a partial answer to 
both questions—that, if a man have a 
gift for journalism, he will find his 
training in the work, and if he havea 
gift for “‘noveling,’”’ as Howells calls it, 
being a journalist will not stand in his 
way. men have a.Jless apparent 
call to either journalism: or ‘noveling 
than had Robert Barr. He was born 
in Glasgow early in the fifties, and at 
the tender age of four emigrated to 
Canada in the good ship Mayflower, 
which, as he asserts, entitles him ‘“‘to a. 
place among the first New England 
families.” On growing up he learned 
the trade of carpenter. That was in 
the time of the Fenian scare, and the 
government put up a number of huge’ 
pine sheds for the drilling of volunteers, 
in the construction of two of which 
Barr was a humble helper. Most of 
them have since blown down, or been 
turned into agricultural shows. Barr 
began his career by learning to light 
on his feet—a knack he has. not lost with 
passing years—and though falling off 
the top of one pf these sheds thirty: 
feet onto a pile of bricks, he managed 
to escape with his life. He “got even 
with the Fenians,” as he says, (regard- 
ing them as the remote. cause .of the 
accident,) by writing them up in his 
“In the Midst of Alarms.” int 
Barr now sought a less dangerous. 
and more lucrative employment—he 
got 75 cents a day as a carpenter—and 


went to school and fitted himself to be-}: 


@ teacher, which calling he followed 
for some time. He next drifted into 
journalism across’ the lake in “the” 
States,” joining the editoria, staff of 
the Detroit Free Press, of which the 
Hon. William E. Quinby, now Minister 
to the Netherlands, was at that time 
the editor. Here he found his true 
sphere, and his humorous sketches un- 
der the name of ’**Luke Sharp,” made 
him known to a wide constituency the 
country over. In 1881 he was «elected 
to start an English edition of the Free 
Press, which proved a great success; 
and he has since lived in London or. 
its suburbs. He was thus brought into 
contact with many well-known: English’ 
writers, with all of whom his geniality 
and humor made him a favorite. For 
some time he lived with' Rudyard Kip- 
ling in chambers, just off the Temple 
Gardens; and with Jerome K. Jerome 
he founded the Idler, from: which he 
lately retired to devote himself entirely 
to story-telling. Quite recently he has 
passed several months by the River 
Moselle, working an American type- 
writer in a moldy German castle (begun 
in the year 1200,) producing a four- 
teénth-century romance, with a cele- 
brated siege of that castle for a back- 
ground. 


New Light on the Nature of the Poet 
Gothe. 


(New York Sun:) The Goethe Jahr- 
buch for 1895 is the sixteenth volume 
issued by the Goethe Gesellschaft, which 
is one of the most remarkable literary 
societies in the world. It has the care 
of the Goethe National Museum at 
Weimar and publishes every year all 
that is new in regard to the work andi 
life of the great German master. Its 
editor is Ludwig Geiger, long known to’ 
every student of German literature. for 
his accurate scholarship in all that re- 
lates to Goethe’s work. The list of 
members is headed by Emperor Wil- 
liam, and comprises not only the Kings 
and Princes and the: professors ard 
men of learning in Germany, but the 
Emperor of Austria, the King of Swe- 
den, the Queen of Italy, and includes 
members residing in Greece, India, 
Spain, Turkey, Africa, Japan, the 
United States and Australia. 

Of the contents of this volume noth- 
ing will perhaps interest the American 
in

To understand the letter it is neces- 
sary to remember that Cotta and 
Goethe were intimate friends, and that 
they had just before, in 1805, concluded 
an agreement very satisfactory to 
Goethe, by which Cotta was to publish 
a new addition of Goethe’s works and 
to pay the author 10,000 thalers in in- 
stallments running to 1808. This agree- 
ment was being carried out when, in 
October, 1806, the battle of Jena was 
fought and the little city of Weimar, 
where Goethe lived, was taken and 
plundered by the French. 

In the tumult of the first night of the 

French occupation Goethe's life was in 
danger, and was, as he believed, saved 
by the courage and presence of mind 
of Christiana Vulpius, who had long 
presided over his household without the 
sanction of a legal marriage and by 
whom he had a ‘son then approaching 
manhood. Goethe, as Duentzer says, 
felt under these circumstances, with 
the world upside down, “that the 
mother of his son, the saver of his life, 
ought no longer to remain. without le- 
gal right to call herself his wife.” He 
‘wrote, therefore, to the court’ preacher, 
Gunther: 
-.“During these days and nights an old 
purpose of mine has come to ripeness— 
I want to recognize fully and legally as 
mine the little friend who has done so 
much for me and now has lived through 
these hours of trial with me. Tell me, 
worthy ‘reverend sir and father, how to 
proceed that as soon as possible, Sun- 
day or earlier, we may be married. 

The marriage took place on Sunday, 
October 19, 1806. Goethe had been for 
thirty years the greatest celebrity in 
Germany: in‘literature and art. He was 
57 years old; He had teen raised to the 
nobility, and was Prime-Minister. of 
Saxe-Weimar. He had been the idol of 
dozens of the most cultivated and 
charming women of his time, and his 
romantic friendship -for.one of them 
had attracted universal attention and 
interest. That such a: man, should 
marry his housekeeper under all these 
circumstances was a great piece of 
news. Even in those days of battle and 
Change, when Napoleon won a victory 
or upset an old government or arranged 
a new one every week, hardly.a better 
“story” for a reporter could be found 
than this unexpected marriage, uncer 
the sound of the French cannon and 
amid the scenes of the plunder of his 
home, of the greatest of living poets. 
Naturally enough there appeared in 
a newspaper published in Ulm, of 
which Cotta was the owner, a letter 
from Weimar commenting on tne good 
luck of Miss Vuipius, “who, when every 
one else was in misery and misfortune, 
had drawn a great prize from. the 
wheel of fortune.” That letter contained 
also a little rather good-natured fun 
about Vulpius, the novelist, a rother 
of Goethe’s wife, and about Falk, who 
was his intimate friend, touching the 
manner in which they had escaped in- 
jury at the hands of the French. The 
letter is not particularly sensativnal 
or malicious, and I fancy any person 
of distinction of our day, accustomed 
to the language of some of our rews- 
papers, would have felt in Godethe’s 
place rather well satisfied that so lit- 
tle was said about so curious an event. 

But the poet was greviously offended. 
He wrote at once to Cotta (not to the 
editor of the paper,) an epistle of about 
1300 words, in which with great dig- 
nity and deep feeling, he protests 
against the publication of such person- 
alities about himself and about ctners 
in any papers owned by his friends. As 
to himself, he says with strong 1esent- 
ment: 

“I am not important enough to hav 
my household affairs deserve

fatherland owes it to me to accept ecrs 
iously the. steps which I take, lecause 
I have lived an earnest, serious Il:fée,; 
and live such a one now.’ “f 

He defends Vulpius and Falk from. 
the intimations thrown on their ccn- 
duct and p the latter for . his 
services to the city and the state at 
the time of the occupation. He was evi- 
dently on the free-list of the paper, as 
he goes on to say: 

“TI request you not to send me the 
newspaper after New Year’s day any. 


more, as it would be most repugnant 


to me to receive through your hindness 
something which attacks and insults 
me and those who surround me. Sec- 
ondly, it follows from the above that 
it will be entirely impossible for. me 
and my neighbors to take any kiad of 
part.in any way in your new daily.” | 

It is evident that Cotta had in view 


the establishment of another newspa- 


per, for which enterprise he had asked 
the valuable help of Goethe and of the 
men Of Jettérs who, under the paitron- 
age of Goethe, had established them- 
selves at Weimar. 

Goethe goes on to say that if Cotta’s 
editors can so far forget themselves 
as to bring personalities into newspa- 
pers devoted to politics, and in that 
way lead other papers which have too 
much ‘honor to originate such scandals 
into reprinting the same as matter, 
which, having been once published, is 
public property, “then one must really 
say that Germany is attacked by an 
internal corruption (Faulniss) much 
more dangerous to her than the attacks 
¢ the foreign powers which threaten 

er 


“We all well know,” he says, “that 
peace, like stagnant water, breeds this 


kind of vermin, but when it apvears’ 


in time of war it is' particularly repug-. 
nant. 


‘“T-am, angry at myself, not because. 
I say this now, but because I have not. 
caHed your attention to it before.’ 


“He makes a pathetic allusion to their 
friendship, were it not for which he 
would accuse Cotta of attempting . to 
darken and‘destroy “that one little 
shining point of Germany,” meaning 
Welmar,” which, after allp protected 
and made a home for your friends and 
pomenniane Herder, Schiller and my- 
seit. 
“T am old enough to understand fully 
the ‘consequence of this. Therefore do 
you as seems best to you. I demand 
from the newspapers which you publish 
no more. courtesy than others, who un- 
how to respect themselv 
observe toward me.’’ 
- Withasuggestion that in quieter times 
and with a quieter mind he might have 
said these things in other language, and 
with the hope that what hehad said may 
work the best results, this letter closes. 
One gets from it a curiously-distinct 
picture of a great poet in a humor most 
unusual to him, the most self-pos- 
sessed and most self-reliant of men, 
It would be interesting to know what 
Cotta wrote in reply, and whether he 
directed the editor of the Ulmer Zeitung 
to make a retraction and solemnly agree 
that Miss Vulpius was not an extraor- 
dinarily fortunate young lady, and 
that such a marriage was not at all an 
unusual occasion. 
- Twenty years after, in 1826, Goethe 
made a new contract with Cotta for a 
new edition, by the terms of which the 
latter ‘agreed to pay 60,000 thalers for 
the exclusive right to print his works 
for twelve years, with the promise to 
pay 120,000 thalers if 40,000 copies were 
sold, he made this Agreement with 
Cotta, ‘when many publishers com- 
peted and offered higher figures, it is

There is no-end to Napoleonic reminis- 
cence, The presses groan under « the 
writings of historians, diplomats and 
gossips. But there is one new volume 
presently to appear which is confidently 
expected to prove its right to exist. It 
is to appear in two volumes, under the 
title of “The Paget Papers,” and will 
contain the dispatches and other docu- 
ments left by Sir Arthur Paget, who 
was one of Her Majesty's envoys at 
various European courts during the 
period covered by the earlier wars of 
Napoleon. He was an eye-witness of 
many historic events which have been 
described more often by approving than 
disapproving writers, and the work is 
likely to be of substantial . service to 
historical students, 

An important manuscript written by 
Karl Marx has been discovered among 
the effects of the late Frederick Engels, 
who was one of the persons charged 
with the publication of the eminent So- 
cialist’s posthumous works. Mrs. Ave- 
ling, the daughter of Marx, may be ex- 
pected to see the book through the 
press, and when it ‘appears it will pre- 
‘sent a vivid deseription of the Germany 
of the forties. It is entitled “‘Revolu 
tion and Counter-Revolution.,” . 

The three volumes of “Unpublished 
Works of Edward Gibbon” will be 
brought out within a short time. They 
will contain the historian’s famous au- 
tobiographies—seven in number—and in 
addition to his journals there-will be 
much correspondence and her data. 
The “Life” of Gibbon which has 
been known to students, is a patchwor 
made up from the MSS, now to be ac- 
curately printed. While the more fa- 
miliar work may ‘be accurate enough, 
so far as it goes, the original sources 
abound in passages of characteristic 
wit wenich have never been given to the 
world,

teresting character. Miss Berard has 
always been regarded in a motherly 
‘way by the cadets. She is keenly sym- 
pathetic; she enters into all their little 
troubles, consoles them, encourages’ 
them with her advice, and it is no ex- 
aggeration to say that many an officer 
today wears his uniform because he 
heeded the advice and suggestion of 
Miss Berard. 

Blanche Berard is over 70 years old. 
Notwithstanding her age, she is un- 
usually active physically, and mentally 
she is as fresh and as vigorous as when 
in her prime.’ Miss: Berard comes ma 
distinguished French family. Many years 
ago her father was professor of French 
at the ‘Military Academy.

- GREAT CROWDS GREET HIM. | 


The Pharisees Ask Jesus to Rebuke 
His Disciples—He Answers that 
if His People Keep Still the 
Stones Will Cry Out. 


(Matt. xxi, 1-9; Mark xi, 1-10; Luke xix, 29-38.) 
The streets of Bethany and the neigh- 
boring roads were thronged with pil- 
grims this morning when Jesus set 
forth for the city.. The curious ‘crowd 
soon recognized Him and trooped along 
in hope of seeing for themselves some 
of the wonderful cures of which they 
had heard. Conspicuous in the party 


led them by the main path around the 
southern shoulder of the central. 
of Olivet. 

When well on their way, the leader 
dispatched two of His disciples, Peter 
and John, it is thought, to Bethphage, 
the neighboring village, to procure a 
colt. They readily found it with its 
mother, tied by a door at the cross- 
roads, but were questioned as_they pro- 
ceeded to take them. However, the ex- 
planation that their Master needed the 
animals for a little while gained a 
ready permission, and the disciples 
hastened back with them. Garments 
were then spread on the colt, and Jesus 
was seated thereon and led the proces- 
sion. It was a travesty of regal pomp, 
with the borrowed animal, no saddle 
and a retinue of the very poorest 
the pilgrims.

No.one knows what the population of 
the Sudan may now be, but it is not 
doubted that it has decreased 50, 60, pos- 
sibly even 75 per cent. within two de- 
cades; but though less in absolute size, 
it is far more concentrated, so that the 
Khalifa still has at his command great 
armies of resolute men, bound to him 
not less by interest than by religious 
fervor, for while he Has mercilessly 
chastized every clan that he has even

Their resentment has more recent 
causes. When the Mahdist power was 
at its height—it has declined materi- 
ally in the last ten years—Abyssinia 
was in a fair way to advance; but upon 
the King John of that day, predeces- 
sor of the King John who died in 1887, 
the Mahdists fell with crushing force, 
defeating his armies and slaying the 
King himself, although the fight was 
so hotly contested that since that time 
the Dervishes have usually been will- 
ing to let the Abyssinians alone. King 
Menelek has more than one hundred 
thousand men under arms in the field 
and in garrisons, he has arsenals and 
artificers, whereas the Khalifa has 
neither, at least of any degree of effi- 
ciency, and his tribes must now. be at 
least no better armed than they were 
fifteen years ago, perhaps not so well. 
There have been queer stories afloat 
in Europe of Russian assistance, both 
of money and of arms, extended to 
King Menelek. They have been exag- 
gerated. The money Menelek could un- 
doubtedly use, and the arms, but he 
has both in reasonable plenty. Yet the 
recent decoration of Menelek by the 
Czar is significant. 
The Abyssinians present a strange 
combination of civilization and sav- 
agery, or Paris gowns and tables with- 
out forks or napery; but they can fight 
as the Italians are abundanfly able to 
testify. If, on the ground of common 
belief in Christianity, the Italian Cab- 
inet could reconcile to the public of 
Italy an alliance with their so recent 
foes, both interest and_ inclination 
might prompt a descent upon the Der- 
vishes from the east, and the subse- 
quent partition of a-portion of the ter- 
ritory between the victors. The armies 
of. the Congo Free State have been for 
some time surreptitously active on the 
western borders of the Mahdi’s de- 
main, although the fact long escaped 
the attention of Europe in the diversion 
of public interest to the other end of 
the dark continent by Jameson’s raid.

It will become a question of live- 
lihood itself. The Nile has been called 
the father of Egypt, but its waters are 
limited in quantity. Away in Central 
Africa, about the headwaters of the 
Nile and along the upper branches and 
tributaries of that river, the Italian 
colonies from the east and French colo- 
nies from the west may one day seek to 
divert the upper waters of the river 
from Egyptian use to such an extent as 
to cause in the Nile Valley such dis- 
putes over the ownership of the water 
necessary to redeem the desert as have 
occurred on a small scale in some of our 
own Western States.

It is true that we have not a large num- 
ber of unemployed in our midst, but 
with the increase of population it must 
be expected that their number will in- 
crease from year to year. 

In the case of Los Angeles there are 
hundreds of acres of land well adapted 
to the culture of vegetables within and 
without the city limits, the use of. 
which might readily be obtained for 
such a benevolent purpose. Such work 
as this would not come into. competi- 
tion with ordinary labor, as the surplus 
products of the soil could be shipped 
away, and where it did compete with 
other labor it would be mostly with 
that of Chinamen. Why cannot an or- 
ganization be formed that will under- 
take'to advance seed, implements, etc., 
and secure the use of land for people 
who are willing to undertake such 
work? The organization should also 
interest itself in aiding the growers 
to find a market for their products 
and in giving them such instruction 
as they need at the start. The true 
way to help the poor is to aid them to 
help themselves, so that they may main- 
tain their self-respect. It is difficult 
to conceive of a more promising 
method of doing this than that which 
has been introduced with such success 
in Detroit and*New York. A further 
advantage of this system would be that 
it would result in teaching many peo- 
ple how to cultivate the soil, and would 
doubtless pave the way for them to ac=. 
quire productive homes and become 
happy and useful members of society.

There has been more or less soca: 
tion, of late, as to the identity of the 
Democratic statesman who will be 


called upon to bear the standard of his 


party in the coming Presidential cam- 
paign. Several of the Democratic lead- 
ers have been reported as willing to 
make the sacrifice, but up to the pres- 
ent time definite information as _ to 
which of these would be the victim has 
been hard to obtain.

CONCATENATED HOO-HOO. 


There is no country of thé world| 


that’ can begin to compete with the 
Uhited States in the number and 
variety of its secret societies. The 
American who does not belong to more 
than one organization is an exception, 
while the man who does not belong to 
any tsa rarity, on a par with:a white 
elephant or a five-legged calf. 
Particulars in regard to one of the 
latest of these societies are given in a 
recent issue of the Timberman, a trade 
paper devoted to the lumber interests. 
That journal devotes nearly a page to 
information regarding the order, which 
is known as the “Concatenated Order 
of Hoo-Hoo.” From this it is gathered 
that the Hoo-hoo originated in Arkan- 
sas in 1892, and that there are now 
abort four thousand members in the 
United States, all of whom are con- 
nected with the lumber industry, no. 
others being eligible. Complaint. is 
made by the Timberman that most of 


the newspapers of the’country have 


taken the new organization as a joke, 
whereas it is said to be quite as serious 
an affair as any other regularly consti- 
tuted body of this description in the 
country. The important information 
is also given that there is no such 
word as “Hoo-Hoos,” the singular and 
plural being simply Hoo-Hoo.- Our 
wooden contemporary. has the following.

or fortnightly; that it should be bound 
together by some secret means of com- 
munication so that however large the 
fraternity might grow, each member 
wherever situated migat communicate 
with any other member of the organiza- 
tion upon the matter of concern or in- 
terest. Touching this matter of com- 
mon interest, it was there decided that 
only such people should be admitted to 
membership who, by nature of their 
vocations, were naturally fraternal.” 

The emblem of the order is a black 

cat rampant, wearing a very fierce ex- 
pression. It is announced that the 
Hoo-Hoo wil shortly hold a concatena- 
tion in Los Angeles. At present there 
are only two members of the urder if 
the city, but a number of leading San 
Francisco lumber men. will come down 
here and organize a local branch as 
soon as a few more applications shall 
have been received.. 
Jt is to be hoped that the Hoo-Hoo 
will not complicate matters this fall. 
by drifting into politics and using up 
some of their lumber in beny oe polit- | 
ical platforms.

Several days ago a middle-aged man 
sauntered into the office of Sheriff Burr 
and announced that he wished to de- 
liver him&elf up to justice.

AFTER DOWNEY’S ESTATE. 


Divers Persons Who Wish to Get a 
Slice of It. 


Nothing daunted by their failure to 
secure one-half of Gov. Downey’s es- 
tate, the heirs of Downey’s wife have 
again brought suit on almost the same 
grounds, to compel J. Downey Harvey, 
administrator of the estate, to deliver 
to them the interest in the deceased 
Governor’s property, which they claim 
to be entitled to. ’ 

In the papers filed with the County 
Clerk yesterday it is alleged that Gov. 
Downey agreed to deed to the four 
brothers of his deceased wife one-half 
of his estate, upon condition that they 
give him a quit claim deed to all their 
rights in the case. Ths they did, and 
in return claim to have received from 
Gov. Downey, in 1888, the following doc- 
ument, signed by him: | 

“I agree to leave in my will one- 
half of my estate to the heirs of my 


which I admit and acknowledge to be, 
one-half of my estate, and upon my 
death when this paper is shown to my 
executor, he is authorized and directed 
to make a deed of one-half of my ¢s- 
tate to my wife’s said heirs. The deeds 
heretofore made by said heirs or any 
of them are to be of no validity against 
them after my death.” 

Unfortunately this little document 
was lost by F. C. Guirado, to whom it 
was given, but this fact is declared to 
be immaterial by Estes Guirado, wife 
of Frank Guirado, now deaceased, who 
brings the suit in behalf of her three 
children, all of whom.are minors. 
‘Upon the basis of this promise of 
Gov. Downey, the court is asked to 
compel J. Downey Harvey to “divvy 
up” the matter of the Governor's 


tate,

‘THE SUPREME COURT. 


Decision that Cuts Down Damages 
Awarded Annie Sloane. 


A decision was yesterday handed 
down by the Supreme Court, in the case 
of Annie L. Sloane vs. the Southern 
California Railway Company. The case 
was one brought by Annie L. Sloane 
te recover damages from the railway 


hands of a conductor. 

The plaintiff, Annie L. Sloane, pur- 
chased a ticket April 8, 1894, from the 
agent ofthe defendant at North Po-. 
mona, for passage from that place to 
San Diego, and on the same day took 
passage upon the regular passenger 
train. Before reaching San Bernar- 
dino, the conductor of the train took 
up her ticket, without giving her any 
check, or other evidence of her right 
to: be carried to San Diego, and on ar- 
riving at San Bernardino, she was re- 
quired to change cars. After entering 
the train of cars, her ticket was de- 
manded by the conduttor, and, after 
her explanation that she had given her 
ticket to the’ conductor of the other 
train, she was informed that she must 
either pay her fare or leave the train. 
She had no money with her, and at 
East Riverside left the car, and started 
to walk back to Colton, a distance of 
three miles, where she spent the night 
at her sister-in-law’s home. On the 
next day she borrowed money and re- 
sumed her passage to San Diego. Ac- 
tion was then brought to recover dam-. 
ages sustained by reason of the deten- 
tion she had suffered. The case was 
tried by a jury, which gave a verdict 
in favor of Annie Sloane, for the sum 
of $1400. From this judgment and an 
order denying a new trial, the railway 
company appealed. 

The Supreme Court, after an exhaus- 
tive review of the facts in the. case, 
decided that the plaintiff was entitled. 
to damages, but not in such an amount 
as was awarded her by the jury.

BANK CLEARINGS. The clearings 
of the Los Angeles banks for the past 
week "amounted to $1,386,488, as com- 
pared with $1,053,326 for the correspond- 
ing week of 1895. 

The clearings of the principal cities of 
the country for the previous week, as 
printed in The Times of yestcrday, 
show an average increase of 0.9 per 
‘cent. The increase of. Los Angeles was 
12.9 per cent., the total being $1,071,019, 
as compared with $859,714 for Portland, 
Or., which city showed a decrease of 
12.2 per cent. Los Angeles appears to 
be leaving Portland behind in the race, 
and will soon be catching up with such 
cities as Denver and St. Paul. 

Most of the citi of the ccuntry 
showed a considerable incre2sé for this 
week, the low average percentage ‘of 
increase being due to the fact that New 
York city was only 1.2 per cent. ahead

If decomposi- 
tion is set in, the can will rattle the 
same as the bottom of the oiler of your 
sewing machine will do. If the goods 
re sound, it will be solid, and there 
will be no rattle in the tin. Reject eve 
tin that shows any sign of rust aroun 
the cap on the inside of the head of 
the can. If housekeepers are educated 
on these points, then the muriate of 
zinc amalgam will become a thing ot 
the past.”

ADULTERATED OLIVE OIL. It is 
a well-known fact that almost all the 
so-called ‘‘pure olive oil’ imported to 
this country from Europe is adulter-. 
‘ated. Some estimates go so far as to 
claim that not 5 per cent. of the oil im- 
ported is pure. It is generally under- 
stood that the Italian oil is better.in 
this respect than that which’ comes 
from France, yet the former is bad 
enough. The Italian Chamber of Com- 
merce of New York has been led to take 
up this question and recently adopted 
the-following resolution: 
‘-“Phe Italian Chamber of Commerce 
is positively informed that -a 
quantity of oil is adulterated in the 
custom-house stores of the various sea- 
ports of Italy, where unscrupulous 
merchants receive a quantity of same 
and-mix it in bonded warehouses, mark 
and pack same as pure olive oH, and 
export it to ‘the United States and 
other foreign countries as such, receiv- 
‘ing a certificate from the American 
Consul that said invoice is. olive oil, 
thus really defrauding the _ receivers 
of same. ‘The directors of the Italian 
Chamber of Commerce, therefore, 
‘Resolved, to explain the facts in the 
case to the Italian Minister of Agri- 
culture and Commerce in Rome, in or- 
-der that proper measures may be taken 
there to prevent such adulteration in 
bonded warehouses, and to not allow 
the American Consul to testify that 
an invoice of oil is pure olive oil if not 
positive of this fact.”

Shares and Money.

NEW YORK, March 28.—The local. 
stock market today moved more inde- 
pendently of English influence than for 
some time past, the round-up short 
contracts by the bears being the prin- 
cipal motive for the dealings. Sugar 
rose 1%, but lost the fraction. eventu- 
ally. In railroad shares fractional 
gains were distributed, with Union Pa- 
‘cific displaying a ripple of activity. The 
| market closed fairly active, with prices 
about the highest. The stock move- 
ment for the week has been of profes- 
sional day-to-day character, with prices 
gravitating toward a lower level. A 
noteworthy fact, however, is the indis- 
position of owners of _ the. leading. 
shares to part with them. The specu- 
lation has been shaped chiefly by two 
factors of special importance, neither 
of which, however, is entirely new. 
The rapidly suceeding political condi- 
tions in Europe and interest in Cuban 
‘deliberations at Washington have 
caused a steady dribble of foreign-held 
American securities on this market. 
The character of some securities thus 
far awarded, would appear to indicate 
that the foreigners have been pretty 
well baled out. Aside from the politi- 
}cal unrest, there has. been continued 
apprehension of a revival of exports of 
gold in Europe. In view pf the unpre- 
cedently large treasury ‘holdings 
gold, it would appear that a fair credi- 
ble amount could be shipped to Europe 
gvithout serious consequences. The real 
unfavorable influence for a ‘renewed 
outflow would be upon sentiment, and 
contrary to the popular impression, it 
is sentiment, rather than reason that 
frequently actuates Wall street. As is 
well known, the Treasury Department 
intends to use all the legitimate means 
in safe-guarding its gold reserve, and 
in consequence of the advarce in 
sterling rates to within one-quar- 
ter: of i1lcent of the shipping 
point, a second call of about 20 per cent. 
of their holdings of government gold is 
expected to be made on the depository 
banks in the near future and probably 
within a day or two. The Treasury is 
understood to have also under consid- 
eration a further advance of 1-16 per 
cent. in the premium on gold bars fol-- 
lowing up the advance of 1-16 ordered 
this week. The point overlooked was that 
the Treasury would have to disburse on 
April 1 about $6,500,000 in interest on. 
the old 4-per-cent. loan. The distribu- 
tion of this amount would cause un- 
doubted ease in the money market and 
in the end tend to stiffen exchange and 
thus defeat the plans of the adminis- 
tration.
